To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sullivan in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualifed to vote in Town Affairs: .. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Sullivan on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


3. To see what sums of money, including that required by 
law, the Town will raise and appropriate for building and main- 
taining highways and bridges for the year ensung. 


4. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $368.73 for Town Road Aid, the State’s share to be $2,458.12. 


5. To see what sums of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for Winter Maintenance of highways. 


6. To see if the Town will raise or borrow and appropriate 
any money for the purchase or hire of equipment for use on the 
highways or take any action relating thereto. 


7. To see what sum of money, including that required by 


law, the Town will raise and appropriate for the support of the 
Public Library. 


8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate any money 
for Memorial Day, or take any action thereon. 


9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate any 
money tor Old Home Day, or take any action thereon. 


10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $48.00 for the Monadnock Region Association. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money tor the fire company or take any action thereon. 
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12. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for fire protection, or take any action thereon. 


13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $205.00 for the aid of the Elliot Community Hospital of 
Keene, New Hampshire, or take any action theron. 


14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


15. To see if the Town will adopt or take any action 
relating to a building code. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum not 
exceeding $11,300. for the purpose of making improvements to 
the following Class V Roads within the Town; (Road # 63 - 
South Road) such sum to be raised through the issurance of 
bonds or notes under and in compliance with the provisions of 
Chapter 83, Laws of 1951 as amended by Chapter 31, Laws of 
1953, and to authorize the Selectmen to determine the date and 
place of payment of such bonds or notes and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon, and to take such steps as may be neces- 
sary to negotiate such bonds or notes as shall be to the best 
interest of the Town of Sullivan. 


17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell 
the Town Pound. 


18. To hear the reports of (gents, Auditors or Committees 
heretofore chosen, or take any action thereon. 


19. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the said meeting.
